NEW BUILDINGS 
The total value of all new buildings completed during 1958/59, 44,394,000, was the 
highest recorded in this State, as also was the value of "Other New Buildings", £14,541,000 
The number of new houses completed in 1958/59, 8,143, is the highest since the record 
number of 8,945 in 1952/53, while in the same period the number of new flats completed 
rose from 58 to a new record of 640 in 1958/59.

Although the total number of houses (excluding flats) built during the last three 
years has been increasing generally, both commencements and completions of owmer-built 
houses are decreasing. At 30th September, 1959, there were 1,397 owner—built houses 
under construction, the lowest number since 30th June, 1950, when 1,197 owner-built houses 
were being built.

The 1,240 "other" type houses completed during 1958/59 comprised 1,109 fibro cement 
valued at £2,850,000 and 131 other types of construction, mainly weatherboard, with a 
value of £406,000. During the September quarter 1959, these types of houses completed 
were 297 (£785,000) and 25 (£83,000) respectively.

Owner—built Houses - An "owner—built" house is one actually erected or being erected 
by the owner or under the owner's direction without the services of a contractor who is 
responsible for the whole job. 


Commencements - Generally speaking, a building is not recorded as being commenced 
until the foundations have been laid. 


has fulfilled the terms of the contract, or in the case of an owner-builder, when the 
dwelling is either completed or occupied. 


Under Construction - Once a building is commenced, it is classified as "Under Con- 
struction" until it is completed, even though work may have been temporarily suspended. 


Values - All values shown exclude the value of land and represent the estimated 


value of buildings upon completion. 


Employment - Figures relate to persons actually working on a specified day on the 
jobs of contractors who undertake the erection of new buildings and of Government 
instrumentalities which erect new buildings on their own account. 
actually engaged on alterations, additions, repairs and maintenance when these jobs are 


undertaken by such contractors and instrumentalities.

The figures exclude persons working on owner—built houses and employees of builders 


who undertake only alterations, additions, repairs and maintenance. 


Additions and Alterations - Major new additions to existing buildings are included 
as new buildings, but minor alterations, additions, repairs and renovations are excluded.
